Whereas: Hy tho proclamation which 


wn«j r-sued on the loth day of April, 18G1, 
the President of the United 'States- an- 
nounced and declared that the laws of tho 
United States had been for some time op- 
poaed. nnd the execution thereof obstruct 
eJ in certain Dinted therein mentioned by 
combinations too powerful to be suppress- 
ed by tho ordinary coui>o of judicial pro- 
ceedings, or by the power vested in the 
Marshal by law, and wh^rea?, immediate- 
ly after the issuing of the said proclama-
